Albertn crops have established 
in the past, Lack of care in 
the selection of seed, with the 
consequent Jowering in the 
quality of the crop produced, 
will very soon reduce the de- 
mand for Alberta wheats 
on the markets of tbe world 
and correspondingly lower the 
prices received by the grower. 

The remedy for this situation 
is lurgely in the hands of the 
individual farmer, ‘The man 
who sows weed seeds. with his 
grain has himself to blame for 
the lowered grading he will re- 
veive for his crop at the elevat- 
1 and the dockage imposed, 
Seed drill surveys conducted in 
the province by the Dominion 
Seed Branch indicate that the 
averuge seed put into the 
ground grades “rejected” ac- 
cording to legal standards as to 
the matter of weed seeds pre- 
sent, ‘The thorough use of the 
fanning mill on all seed grain 
will help the present and future 
crops by checking the spread ot 
weeds which use valuable plunt 
food. 

It a farmer is not in a pos’- 
tion to purchase registered 
seed, which cen be secured from 
the Provincial Seed Cleaning 
Plant ut Edmonton, he can at 
least use a high quality of eom- 
mercial seed of one of the var. 
ieties of recognised merit, Seed 
of mixed varieties or of an in. 
ferior milling wheat cannot 
yield’ the product demanded by 
the millers,

ial operations of the province 
of Alberta for the year ending 
December 31, 1927, resulted in 
a deficit of ¢215,980 33 as com- 
pared with an estimated sur 
plus of $26,178 89, The deticit 
of the province in excess of es- 
timated surplus amounted to 
242,168.82. These figures were 
given in the budget introduced 
by Hon, R. G@ Reid, provincial 
treasurer, in Leyislature

U. S. Willing To Sign 
Treaty For Abolition — 


_Of The Submarine 


Washington. The United States 
Government was represented Satur- 
day by Secretary Kellogg, as willing 
to sign a treaty with all world powers 
to prohibit the use of submarines for 
any purpose. 

The head of the state department 
disclosed this position in a letter to 
Chairman Porter of the House 
foreign affairs committee, which 
discussed at some length the 
Nrothingham resolution — proposing 
the abolition of all undersea craft. 

The secretary emphasized, however, 
that while the Washington Govern- 
nient was ready to sign such an agree- 
ment, it would be impossible for any 
country to abolish submarines and 
leave other nations free to operate and 
build them. The resolution, which the 
secretary endorsed, would provide 
that the United States “continue 
use efforts to bring about the discon- 
tinuance of this type of vessel.”

Chairman Butler of the House naval 
committee was called in by the for- 
eign affairs group for consultation 
and agreed the submarine could 
dispensed with only by the agreement 
of all powers. He touched upon the 
administration’s  $740,000,000 new 
warship building program, saying it

The spinning wheels in use in Can- 
ada are of many patterns and they 
are to be found from coast to coast, in 
styles originating in the highlands of 
Scotland, in England, in Brittany and 
even in Czecho-Slovakia. A. MacLeod, 
near Baddcck, in Cape Breton, has 
been weaving all his life

| estimates that an adult bird can fly 
| 600 miles a day.

ganized plan to prepare the public 
}mind for an avalanche.” If this means 
| as it seems to mean, that war mongers 
jare actively plotting war, we think it 
|is nonsense. The essential madness of 
|this war talk is its very irresponsi- 
bility. We do not think the rear ad- 
mirals are meeting in back rooms to 
cook up schemes for bringing on a 
war, The fact is that nations drift in- 
to war. And they drift into war, not 
knowing why or how, on a current ot 
idle talk and windy rumor, which 
j might never have been anything at 
‘all, if it had been dammed — and 
dammed—as it should be, at its 
source,--Vancouver Province.

The estimated value of the honey 
crop of British Columbia in 1927 is 
$217,078, and the estimated value of 
bees wax produced $5,000.

$467,700. The Okanagan, Shuswap 
and Thompson valleys lead the seven 
districts into which British Columbia 
is divided for aplary purposes, with a 
production of 416,949 pounds of honey 
from 4,737 colonies of bees—an aver- 
age of 88lbs. per hive.

‘Vaccination Is Only Sure Method 
Of Combatting Dread 


Disease 

Vaccination is completely harmless. 

This is a point around which con- 
troversy,—when there is controversy 
—usually rages. 

During the war, the matter was 
abundantly proved by army records. 
There were over 400,000 men in the 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces. 
Every one of these men was vaccin- 
ated. They were vaccinated under all 
sorts of conditions and absolutely ac- 
curate records of the results were 
kept. 

Not ouly was there not one death 
but there was also not a sinfle dis- 
ability of vaccination. Both Surgeon- 
General Fotheringham and Col, J. A. 
Amyot who was in charge of sanita- 
tion among the Canadian troops, have 
surveyed the records and issued state- 
ments, 

Col. Amyot noted that there had 
not been, during the entire period of 
the war, any epidemic of smallpox | 
among Canndian troops, even though | 
they were in army areas where small- 


pox was prevalent and many Cana-|

The results as far as the death rate 
was concerned, were immediate. It 
dropped from thousands to a few hun- 
dreds. Almost all these deaths, more- 
over, were among the unvaccinated 


and chiefly in sections of the Islands | 


which were too distant to reach with 
vaccine. There were also a number 
of deaths among unvaccinated for- 
eigners. 

Dr. Heiser told of one or two inci- 
dents which should be noted. Among 
the victims of the disease were sev- 
eral cpponents of vaccination who had 
been warned but who insisted on com- 
ing to the Philippines. 

On one vessel coming from the 
Ame..can continent, there were three 
unvaccinated persons, all on different 
sections of the steamer and in no di- 
rect contact with each other, what- 
ever. 

En route, one of them contracted 
the disease. Before the end of the voy- 
age, the other two were also victims. 

The Philippine situation not only 
demonstrates that vaccination is both 
harmless and effective but it adds ad- 
ditional evidence to the previous 
records dealing with the highly con- 
tagious nature of smallpox and the 
swift and stealthy way in which it 
spreads, 

It is necessary to remember that 
no section of the population views the 
announcement of a new advance in 
the field of medical science with more 
scepticism than the members of the 
medical profession itself. The simple 
statement that a treatment will ac- 
company such-an-such results when 
applied to any given disease, means 
nothing. 

It must be backed up by cold and 
exactly calculated statistics, The res 
suits must be checked and re-checked 
several times and verified by men of 
undisputed reputation, before they 
will be accepted even by a minority 
of doctors and physicians. 

Vaccination has been undergoing a 
searching test for more than a cen- 
tury. Each successive report only goes 
to strengthen previous conclusion. At 
present, the volume of evidence in 
support of it is utterly complete. 

The method used today is developed 


from the original discovery of Edward | 


Jenner, the English scientist. The 
faults in his methods were technical 
faults and they have long ago been 
remedied.

It is against the child, however, 
that smallpox seems to direct its chief 
attack and for the child, vaccination 
offers absolute immunity.

Two vaccinations 
usually protect an individual for the 
whole of a lifetime and render an at- 
tack of smallpox impossible. 

It is to be hoped that, in future, 
there will not be a repetition in Can-

lives—to drive home the fact that

Rotation Practised At Lacombe Has | 
Been Found Profitable 

Wheat is of course the most exten- 
sively grown and profitable crop of 
Central Alberta. If it is grown ex- 
clusively, however, it will result in the | 
depletion of the soil’s fertility and the | 
prevalence of weeds and plant diseas- | 
es. This is where the value of a suita- 


ble crop rotation comes in, but the} 


best rotation to use varies consider- 
ably with local conditions. The Ex- 


perimental Station at Lacombe, Al-| 


berta, has been testing different ro- 
tations for many years and the results 


of the tests are given in detail in the | 


latest report of the superintendent. OL 
these, the one known as rotation “O” 
has proved the most profitable under 
conditions prevailing in most parts of | 


Central Alberta. It is a mixed farming | 


rotation covering seven years in the 
following order;  intertilled crop, 
wheat, oats, summerfallow, wheat, 
hay. One of its strong points is that | 


practically one-third of the land is in} 


wheat following summer-fallow or a} 
hoed crop, which insures good yields | 
of wheat making the rotation profit- 
able. The yields in hay tend to main- 
tain the humus and fibre of the soil, 
while the application of manure for 
the hoed crop improves the general 
ferlility. The hoed crop and summer- 
fallow keep the land reasonably clean. | 
This rotation produced, at the La-| 
combe Station, an average profit per 
acre of $17.64 in 1926, and an average 
of $10.27 during the last 13 years.

Fresh Water Theory Is Not} 


Always Correct Way 

Most people, especially at this sea- 
son of the year, when flowers are so 
scarce, like to make their posies last 
|as long as possible, says a writer in 
|a London paper. Many are the ways 
|of prolonging the life and freshness 
|of the contents of the flower bowls— 
little tricks that the florist knows, and 
|the homekceper has forgotten or nev- 
jer knew. Here are a few of them to 
remind the unwary. 

Give each bowl or vase fresh water 
;every day. Many persons insist on the 
; water being changed completely, but 
|this fresh water theory is not always | 
correct. Some flowers respond to it, 
/such as roses, tulips, daffodils, and | 
|narcissi, because they thrive best in 
|very cold water. Shrubby plants and 
chrysanthemums especially last long- 
jer when their receptacles are just 
| filled up every day without being 
jemptied first. 

When all sorts of flowers are put 
jinto a single receptacle—and many | 
people love an old-fashioned posy ar- 
rangement——watch them carefully, for 
often one variety proves harmful to 
another. Roses for instances are best | 
| Kept to themselves. Violets should al- 
ways live quite apart from other flow- 
}ers, and the early narcissi last longer 
lwhen each variety is separately 
| housed, 

A little salt in the water is bene-| 
| ficial to roses, violets, and tulips. Tu- | 
}lips do not expand so quickly and| 
|drop their petals if they are left in a| 
;cool place for the night. 

An aspirin tablet in the water will 
revive drooping blossoms quickly, al- | 
most magically, but they will recover 
only for a very short time. Charcoal 
jand baking soda take longer to act, | 
but have more permanent effects. A| 
jvery small quantity of either should 
jbe put into a jug of water.

\from a population of three and a half 
;millions, only 80 per cent. of whom 
live by agriculture. 

This prosperity is based on the fact 
that the farmers of Denmark became 
convinced of the folly of growing 
grain against countries better fitted 
for it, and they began to import feed- 
stuffs to produce butter, bacon and 
egys. Denmark imports more cotton 
cake than any other country. 

The prime minister also tells of the 
success that has attended the extend- 
ing of co-operative credits, and the 
close organization of farmers for pur- 
chase, manufacture and marketing, 
and agricultural education in schools 
and high schools. He says the farm- 
ers of Denmark do not ask protection
